Here are some of the opinions 
voiced by St. Louis pastors: 
Rebates Are Relics of Day s Before 
Salaries Were Given. 
The Rev. Dr. William J. William­ 
son, pastor of the 
Third 
Baptist 
church: 
Rebates are relics of the day when 
ministers received no salaries, but 
were dependent for 
their 
support 
on little compensations 
here 
and 
there, donating parties, gifts and spe­ 
cial favors granted. 
They managed 
to live that way. 
But now the cost 
of living has advanced tremendously; 
and just as much for the preacher as 
for anyone else. 
The 
preacher 
is 
compelled 
to 
maintain a certain appearance him­ 
self and to dress his family reason 
ably well. 
That is expected of him. 
His own ideals give him the wish to 
educate his children in the best man­ 
ner possible, and educations are ex­ 
pensive. 
The salaries of very many minis­ 
ters do not come up to the point of 
covering all these manifold modern 
expenses, for the salaries of minis­ 
ters have not advanced with the ad­ 
vance in the cost of living. 
Perhaps 
these 
rebates, 
special 
concessions 
and the lik e, have had the effect of 
k eeping ministerial salaries down. 
Unquestionably ministers should be 
placed on the same footing, as far 
as their compensation is concerned, 
with other men. 
The laborer is wor 
thy of his hire. 
The Bible tells us 
that. 
Ministers ought to be compen­ 
sated rightly and our churches should 
see that is done in all cases. 
Many 'Mlnlste» *s Can’t Afford to De­ 
cline Certain Favors. 
The Rev. P. W. Fauntleroy, pastor 
of 
the 
Mount 
Calvary 
Episcopal 
church: 
I don’t think a Christian minister 
should expect or receive more than 
a comfortable living. 
I do admit that 
many ministers are 
underpaid, 
al­ 
though I do not look on the ministry 
as a business calling. 
It would be 
very nice, and quite proper, if every 
clergyman were in a position to de­ 
cline favors from railroads and simi­ 
lar 
concessions, 
but 
unfortunately 
many are not, and for that reason 
r don’t see how they could he dis­ 
continued without work ing hardships 
as things are. 
But no minister’s income should go 
beyond the point where it provides 
him with reasonable comforts. 
Min­ 
isters are not paid—and I think it 
can be said to their credit that they , 
do not expect— compensations equal ^ 
lo those of professional men. 
Nor 
should they receive such compensa­ 
tion, for the professional man chose 
his occupation for the purpose of

But a man who goes into 
the ministry for any such purpose, 
say most emphatically, is not fit 
for the calling.

find it difficult to give an answer. 
That is because of the method by 
which ministers are paid, 
I think it 
IS true, however, that the salary of 
the average minister compares very 
favorably with that of the average 
man with whom he mingles in his 
congregation. 
There is one thing that the min­ 
ister is guilty of many times that 1 
oppose s’^^rongly, and that is that he 
lets the church spend his money for 
him. 
He yields to public opinion and 
subscribes to this 
thing 
and

ey for his family. 
But I am strongly against rebates 
and special 
privileges.

find, 
in 
mingling with practical men of ex­ 
perience 
and 
good judgment, they 
cherish a feeling against the minis- 
iry because these things exist. 
They 
do not, out of courtesy, lik e to ex­ 
press such a feeling, but it is there, 
nevertheless, when they can be led 
to open their minds to others. 
Railway Fare is Given to Church, Not 
Preachers. 
The Rev. John T, Cannon, pastor

It Is 3 mistake for a preacher to 
demand or receive any such conces­ 
sions as reduced railroad faros as 
being offered to him, the individual. 
These are the contributions to the 
cause made by the railways and oth­ 
ers, and as such have the same dig­ 


n i t y as other contributions to Chris­ 
tian work . 
They are not made per­ 
sonally, to the mini.ster. 
For this reason I can not see how 
or why a minister would compromise 
his self-respect in accepting them.

I don’t think any man ever 
should go into the ministry for the 
sak e of the salary he might receive 
and I would be sorry to see the min- 
stry put in a position where men 
would do that.
